DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 04/1 1/201 1 
has been entered. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 6, 28, and 30-38 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/1 1/201 1 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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The application lias been amended as follows: 
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5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 [[3]] wherein the type of the 
transaction is selected from a group of transaction types consisting of: (A) transactions 
greater than a predetermined amount; (B) transactions less than a predetermined 
amount; (C) purchases delivered to a credit card billing address; and (D) purchases 
delivered to an address other than a credit card billing address. 

38. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1[[7]], wherein the layer 2 header 
information is a MAC header. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 6, 28, and 30-38 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art teaches replacing part of the layer 2 header information with a 
unique bit string for authenticating users/nodes by comparing the unique bit string. 
However, the prior art does not teach that this bit string depends on the type of financial 
transaction taking place as required by claims 1 , 28 and 33.
